Before the leader knocked for admittance 
the little building had been burrounded. 
The guard had scarcely opened the doof 
before he ‘found himself helpless in the 
arms of a half-dozen powerful men.

SWEPT OVER RICE FIELDS. 


OUB MEN LOST TWO KILLED AND 
TWELVE WOUNDED. 


The Filipinos Are Contesting Their 
Ground Stubbornly, and Their 
Movements Show They Have 

Capable Military Leaders. 


MANILA, March 16, 3:55 p. m.—To-day the 
Twentieth Infantry, with a loss of two 
killed and 12 wounded, charged the enemy’s 
position at Caitai, northwest of Pasig, and 
took the earthworks, driving the natives 
before them, 

The First Battalion of the Twentieth In. 
fantry Regiment advanced from Pasig, 
clearing the country to Caitai, a well de- 
fended village of seven hundred inhabi- 
tants, five miles northwest of the foothills. 

The troops first encountered the rebel out- 
posts in the dense jungle on the banks of 
the river. The enemy was dislodged after 
half an hour’s fighting. The Americans 
advanced in splendid manner under a heavy 
fire until it was ready. to volley the rebels 
from the trenches. The latter had a great 
advantage and dropped number of 
men.

Americans charged across 
fields, making four advances on the en- 
emy, who numbered a thousand men, 50 
of whom were entrenched. 

In the face of a cross fire, our troops 
carried the town after four hours fight- 
ing and burned the outskirts, the rebels 
firing from the windows and keeping up a 
running fire in the streets. 

The Americans then withdrew in order to 
obtain more ammunition.

This was the sharpest engagement of the 
series participated in by Gen. Wheaton’'e 
troops, and Was executed with a dash that 
was ev.dently a revelation to the Filipinos, 
who have been used to the defensive tac- 
tics of the Spaniards. 

The rebel loss was heavy, caused chiefly 
by the well-directed fire of the Sixth Ar- 
tillery field battery, which shelled the 
enemy's works and supported the charge of 
the infantry with a furious cannonade over 
the heads of the Americans, the missiles 
falling within the lines of the Filipinos. 

The gais fought well, and only retired 
when the stalwart regulars were climbing 
over the earthworks. 

These earthworks, while not massive, are 
built with much ekill by driving rows of 
bamboo wood into the gr@nd abo four 
geet apart and filling the space with 
ammed earth. These lines of earthworks 
rise to a height of about five feet.

It is evident that the Ftlipinos Rave field 
officers directing the Movements who are 
possessed of considerable military skill. 

In the American lines it ie understood

JSP MEDILL 


-— 


One of the World’s Fameus 
Journalists. 


CHICAGO, March 16.—Word was received 
here to-day. from San Antonio, Tex., that 
Joseph Medill, proprietor of the Chicago 
Tribune, died there early this morning. 


People have been in the habit of speaking 
of Joseph Medill as “the great editor of 
the Chicago Tribune. And they are right. 
Mr. Medill was one of the very few great 
editors the world has produced. He will 
rank in history with Thurlow Weed, Horace - 
Greeley, James Gordon Bennett, Henry J. 
Raymond, George D. Prentice and Wilbur 
F’. Storey. Mr. Medill was not a native of 
the United States. He was born of Irish 
parents, April 6, 1823, in St, John, N. B. 
In ISS1 his father and mother removed with 
their family to Northern Ohio. At Massil- 
lon, the home of Crank Coxey, he studied 
law, and, in November, 1846, was admitted 
to practice at the bar at New Philadel- 


phia, O, 

l'pon his adm'ttance he formed a 
ship with George W. Mcelivane, afterward 
“heft Justice of the Ohio Supreme Court. 
Law, however, was not to Mr. Medili’s 
taste and did not satisfy his longings. So 
in IM9 he moved to Coshocton, O., asd 
gan publication of the Weekly Republican, 


This was so successful that he began to de- 


sire a larger fleld. Accordingly, fh 1832 he 
moved to Cleveland and established a daily 
Which he called the Forest City. 
is still in ex'stence under the title of 
» Cleveland Leader. About this time Mr. 
Medill -helped to found the Republ'can 
party. In 185 he, together with Dr. C. H. 
Ray of Galena, bought the Chicago Trib- 
une, ther a struggling, unprofitable da'‘ly. 
Mr. Medill soon made the Tribune not only 
profitable, but powerful, and used its power 
to the vast benefit of the nation. Ror it 
was he who ‘“‘discovered”’ ADraham Lincoln 
and started him on the road to the Presi- 
dency. In 1869 Mr. Medill was a member 
of the Const_tutional Convention, and in 
1871 President Grant appointed him to the 
Civil Service Commission. Later in that 
year, immediately after the great fire, he 
was elected Mayor of Chicago. Shortly be- 
fore the expiration of his term he resigned 
and went abroad to restore h’'s shattered 
health. Since then he has held no public 
of fice. For nearly five years past Mr. Me- 
dill has lived in Southern Canhfornia. He 
spent two or three months in Chicago 
every year, but Los Angeles has been his 
home. He has two daughters, Mrs. Robert 
W. Patterson, Jr., and Mrs. Robert H. Me-

ENEMIES OF THE RATTLER. 
Hog and the Blacksnake Both Kill It 
With Impunity. 


The two greatest enemies of the rattle- 
snake are the blacksmith and the hog. 
The rattlesnake is slow and sluggish in 
movement, while the blacksnhake is intense- 
ly rapid. The latter will circle around his 
foe and with a sudden dart grasp the ven- 
omous reptile by the neck, so that it has 
no chance to use its poisonous fangs, and 
quickly equeeze it to death. A ‘hog, es- 
pecially if fat, suffers no danger from the 
rattlesnake He will march boldly. up to 
the coiled reptile, allow himself to 
struck in his jowls once, twice or three 
times, as the case may be, and will then 
calmly proceed to swallow the reptile with- 
out concern, The reason for the hog’s im- 
munity is due to the fact that the blood 
vessels are so minute and infrequent on his 
cheeks, where fat is predominant, that 
they fail to take up the poison and carry it 
through the porcine system. Hogs have 
been used in droves to clear. some of the 
islands of the Southern seas of poisonous 
reptiles, and have proved successful. 

By remembering two simple facts anyon 
can distinguish a poisonous serpent from, 
harmless one. The venomous reptile invari 
ably possesses a triangular shaped head 
and a blunt nose, while his tail is cor- 
respondingly blunt and stubby. Any snake 
that tapers smoothly from the middle of 
its a, to the tip of its nose and to the 
tip of its tafl as well, growing slender in 
@ gradual and regular manner, is abso- 
lutely devoid of. venom.

BECAUSE OF THE DREYFUS CASE. 


That Affair Has Ruined Foreign Trade 
in Paris, Says a Business Man. 
From the New York Times. 

‘This Dreyfus agitation is simply ruin- 
ing trade in Paris,” declared the head of 
a well known .New York business house 
which has a branch establishment in the 
Avenue de l'Opera, in the course of a con- 
versation. ‘The prosperity of trade there, 
in nearly all its branches, jis largely de- 
pendent upon the patronage of foreign vis- 
itors, notably Americans and English, and 
the unsettled atate of affairs resulting from 
this interminable and dangerous case— 
which ts now commonly alluded to over 
there as ‘the affair’—ia diverting the atream 
of tourist travel from the French capital. 

“It be a very serious matter, as you can 
judge from what occurred during the chol- 
era seare a few yeare ago, when foreigners 
were kept away, with the result that a 
large number of shopkeepers were ruine 
and the whole business community suffer 
heavy loss. 

“Formerly many American families were 
accustomed to epend several weeks in Paris 
every year—sometimes the entire season. 
Now they go to London, or the Riviera, or 
Dinon and Dinard, tn Hrittany, where there 
is quite a large Anglo-American colony in 
the summer time, or else to Italy. tor. 
Americans visited Paris in large 
numbers last summer, but their stay was 
brief, and they apent little money, 

“Besides the Dreyfus affair, the recent 
strained relations between ‘Cireat Britain 
and France have had a dteastrous effect 
upon the tide of travel from England. 
which in ordinary times is very heavy. 
You can get from London to Paris tn about 
nine hours by the prettiest route, through 
the beautiful scenery of Normand and 
the cost of the round trip is so smati that 
a Vast army of tourists takes advantage 
of these facilities at every holl season.

Judge John A. Talty pronounced the 
death sentence on James Nettles Thursday 
morning. The execution will take place 
Tuesday, April 25. 

Nettles is the negro who on July 4 last 
shot and killed Samuel W. Mann, a Sub- 
urban Railway conductor, at Leffingwell 
and Easton avs. He was convicted in the 


Criminal Court, and the finding was. con- 
firmed by the Supreme Court. 

Nettles cringed when he stood before 
Judge Talty and listened to the remarks of 
the Court. He trembled in every joint and 
had tO support himself on the rail to keep 
from falling. When asked if there were 
any reason why sentence should not be im- 
posed his was 80 Weak from fear 
that he could scarcely speak. He managed 
to gasp that he was innocent and that he 
could establish his innocence were he given 
another opportunity. 


In passing sentence Judge Taity said in 
part: 

James Nettles, you are about 
verest penalty known to the law, yet the doom 
to be pronounced upon you is not disproportion- 
ute to the enormity of your crime. This was & 
eruel and unprovoked homicide. Yow sat witb 
your revolver drawn for some considerable time, 
und the attempt to put you off the car appears 
to have been a provocation sought on your part, 
that you might execute the wicked purpose of 
your heart with some color of excuse. lie who 
dclilerately seeks the blood of avother, no mat- 
ter how grievous the provocation, acts in deflance 
of all laws, human spd divine. No man under 
the protection of the law is to be the avenger of 
his own wrongs. If they are of a nature for which 
the laws of society will give bim adequate re- 
dgess, thither he ought to resort; but be they 
of what nature soever, he onght to bear his lot 
with pasieoee, and remember that vengeance be- 
longeth only to the Most High. 

Che shocking tragedy which you enacted on that 
beautiful Fourth of July evening and the number 
of wurder cases before our courts demonstrates 
that there is a manifest indifference to human life 
ami causes deep and profound solicitude. The 
duty of the ministers of justice prompts them fo 
a firm and vigorous administration of the law. and | 
tery to the sanged requires that where 
clear and evident. punishment should 
The law must be upheld and vindicated. Our duty 
is a stern and unbending one. You blotted out 
the life of this wan, shot him to death before 
the eyes of his wife and children, and without 
& moment's time to prepare to meet his God. 
It is to be hoped that your fate will be a gol- 
eun warning to other evil-doers, and that, If, 
Within the narrow walls of your cell during the 
still hours of the night you see again the silent 
Hgure of Samuel W. Mann. it will at least serve 
to impress you with a -sense of the atrocity of 
your crime and the wisdom of making peace with 
your Maker before the ‘date set for your exe-

Steel has rushed up squarely to $25.5 to

This is very illogical pessimism. If the surplus cannot be 
sent to Asia it must remain in America to smother the people 
and shake society to its foundation. We shall be ruinea by 
an embarrassment of riches, too many good things, too much 
food, clothes, etc. Such notions appear absurd to everybody 
Who hasn't been educated out of common sense by professors 
of political economy.

St. Louts surgeons will rejoice when they 
read of the arrest of the man who for six 
months has been robbing them of thou- | 
sands of dollars worth of surgical instru- 
ments.

That one person could 
plunder many houses and rob one phy- 
Sicilian after another for months was made 
possible by the mistaken determination of 
the heads of the Police Department to sup- 
press the news of crime, 

This man Waller admits that he has been 
robbing physicians’ offices right and left 
for six months. In more than one instance 
the police received an accurate description 
of the man when the robbery was reported 
at headquarters. Had the news of the 
robbery and a description of the theif ap- 
peared in the public prints he would have 
been detected sooner and the surgeons 
would have saved their valuable instru- 
ments.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 16.—The 
action of the House in killing the bill to re- 
duce railway passenger fares to 2 cents a 
mile on main iines and 3 cents on branch 
lines is no surprise to any one who has 
watched the bill and the feeling of the 
House toward such legislation during this 
and ithe preceding s esion. 

The same bill tailed two years ago, and 
a heavy fight was made upon it ths year 
in quarters where a fight has the most 
effect. It came from the labor organiza- 
tions and empioyes of railroads who rep- 
resented that if the bill were enacted their 
wages would be cut and many of them 
would lose their positions. If there was 
much demand for the enactment of the 
bill it did not appear in the Legislature, 

Support for the bill came chiefly from 
the Democratic farmers. Most of the mem- 
bers believe that there shouid be some sort 
of legislation reguiating freight charges, 
and there is a great deal of sentiment in 
favor of such a till, both from members 

nd their constituents. 

"One feature of the action on this which 
is noteworthy is the discussion of the 
lobby which developed in connection 

it. Williams of Scott, the author of the 
bill, started it by referring to the presence 
of the lobby and its influence against the 


_ — of Pettis County was moved to 
rotest by Mr. Williams’ statements.

LEADING DIRECTOR OF THE NEW 
YORK CLUB RETIRES. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 16.—J. W. Spalding, 
who for many years past has been a di- 
rector of the New York Baseball Club, has 
resigned because he refuses to be in any 
way responsible for the policy that Is being 
pursued by President Freedman. His let- 
ter of resignation was sent to Mr. Freed- 
man yesterday. 

As long as the club played good ball and 
held a fair place in the pennant race the 
directors were content to allow the presi- 
dent, who owned a majority of the stock, 
to run matters—he draws $10,000 saiary per 
annum—but when the Giants ‘“‘took passage 
on a toboggan,” they demurred. They were 
so placed as to be continually apologizing 
for Mr. Freedman. They read column after 
column of criticisms on the poor manage- 
ment of the team and felt that the public 
in a measure held them responsible. 

Early last fall Mr. Spaiding announced 
that he had stood it as long as he could, 
and that his resignation would be sent in 
in a very short while. Friknds persuaded 
him to bear with Freedman a little longer. 
He returned from Purope about six weeks 
ago and 10 days later he met Freedman on 
an elevated train, Naturaliy they discussed 
baseball, and the president tokd Mr. Spald- 
ing of his troubles with the other Nat.onal 
League magnates. 

“He said ne woud show them how strong 
he was,” sa.d Mr. Spalding yesterday. “‘He 
told me that he dsa not care whether the 
New York team lost money or nol, that Ne 
did not care what became of it.

There is only one thing the present own- 
ers of the St. Louis Baseball Club now 
have to do to succeed. 

They must keep their ears closed and pay 
no attention to bluffs of any kind or char- 
acter whatsoever. 

One thing is certain: The National 
League managers at this writing need 8t. 
Louis worse than St. Louis needs them. 
They cannot come in here and play a sin- 
gle game with their clubs unless they play 
against the club that was bought on Tues- 
day at Sheriff's sale. 

If they attempt anything of the kind they 
will be sent to jail for contempt of court. 

The complete baseball situation at this 
writing converges to this point: 

The present owners of the St. Louis Club 
are complete masters of the situation. The 
League managers will not attempt to inter- 
fere with their plans unles they see a 
weakening on their part. 

If the present owners of the 
baseball properties go right 
even tenor of their way, showing their 
ability to organize and to put a proper 
team in the field the League will not at- 
tempt to -.nterfere with them.

HEIRESS TO A HALF MILLION. 


MONEY WILL COME FROM AN OLD 
GERMAN ESTATE. 


Her Brother, a Stockman of Emporia, 
Will Receive a Like Sum, All 
Due to Research of a Phil- 
adelphia Attorney. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 16.—Mrs. E.

The 
millions are in the coffers of Berlin’s lead- 
ing bank, and have. been lying there for 
years awaiting the presentation of evidence 
that heirs were in existence. This evidence 
has been procured and the identity of the 
heirs established by a lawyer named Brown 
—J. W. Brown—whose shingle hangs out in 


the staid town of Philadelphia, and who 
makes a specialty of obtaining the rights

po enya months ago Mrs. Noble and 
Capt. Morris were ignorant of the fact that 
they were heirs of any estate other “ae 
that of old George Peter Baker, who diec 
early in the 17th century at Strasburg and 
that of his son Peter. It was in tracing 
their lineage that Lawyer Brown discov- 
ered that his clients were entitled to share 
in the millions of another German ancestor.

On their father’s side they are connected 
with Robert Morris, who enjoyed the dlis- 
tinction. of being the first banker of any 
importance in the United Staes. He helped 
to organize the Bank of Pennsylvania and 
later was the executive power behind the 
Bank of North America. In the Revolu- 
tionary days he was Washington's financial 
adviser, and in 1871 was appointed Superin- 
tendent of Finance. He gave all but his in- 
tegrity to his country and died, almost a 
bankrupt, in 1806. During his official life 
he was.the indorser of the vernment 
when funds were needed, and it has been 
conceded for a century that a large sum 
of money was due him when his earthly 
books were balanced by death, 

“We have known for some time,” said 
Mrs. Noble, in relating her relation to the 
eminent financier, ‘‘that we were entitled 
to relief from the Government, but we had 
pinned our faith to the Baker estate and 
have taken no decisive steps toward recov- 
ering from the Government.

THE ASSASSIN LUCCHENTI. 


His Life in the Prison of L’Eveche at 
Geneva, Switzerland. 
From the London Chronicle, 

A correspondent furnishes the following 
report by ‘M. de Meuron, deputy au grand 
conseil, and a member of the committee 
which regularly visits the prisoners: 

“The prison of L’Eveche, at Geneva, In 
which Lucchent is now undergoing his sen- 
tence, was Duiit about 50 years ago. To-day, 
no doubt, it is not up to the last improve- 
ments, ‘but nevertheless {it is superior to 
the majority of prisons in Switzerland and 
in many other countries. The prisoners in 
L’Eveche pass the nights in cells bu‘lt on 
three floors, and opening on inside galler- 
ies. During the day they work together 
in workshops. Luccheni will be sub ected 
to the treatment common to all prisoners 
condemned to penal servitude for life. His 
cell, like all the other cells, will be about 
three and a half meters in length, two 
meters in width, and two and @ half meters 
in height. The daylight enters by_a longt- 
tudinal opening, protected by iron bars and 
a slanting shutter, which allows him only 
to see the sky. His furniture will consist 
of a bed composed of a palliasse, sheet, and 
coverlet, and a table and stool, He will be 
allowed to make himself a bracket, and to 
decorate his walls with any pictures he 
may happen to acquire. In winter he will 


|get up before daylight, and will go to bed 
at 
; 


nightfall. There are no lights in the 
cells. During the night his clothes will be 
removed from hig cell to prevent any at- 
tempt at escape. 

“During the day he will work in the 
workshops, unless he prefers to work in his 
cell, which he wil] be permitted to do. He 
will work at carpentry, bookbinding, mak- 
ing boots or wooden shoes, sorting coffee 
grains, etc., according to the aptitude he 
may show, but without speaking a word to 
any one, except to his jatler when his work 
requires it. He will receive a smal!! portion 
of what is gained by his work. His meals 
will consist of coffee and milk In the morn- 
ing, a vegetable with bottled potatoes in the 
middle of the day, soup in the evening, 
with 645 grammes of bread a day. On 
Thursdays and Sundays the vegetables will 
be replaced by 250 grammes of meat. 

“After each meal the prisoners have half 
an hour’s exereise in the courtyard, mareh- 
ing in single file one after the other, the 
same as in every other prison. In winter 
Lucchen! will be dresse: in acket and 
trousers and cap of gray ‘millaine’ with 
yellow stripe. jn Sundays he can get 
books from the prison library and can write 
if he wishes. He is allowed to receive dur- 
ing the year six visitors in the parlor, and 
in the presence of a aes but to receive or 
send letters only with the permission of the 
director of the prison, who examines their 
contents.”’

One Member Will Be Chosen From 
Each Congressional District at 
Regular November Elections. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 16.—Mem- 
bers of the State Board of Agriculture will 
probably be hereafter elected by the peo- 
ple, instead of by delegates. 


vurdered a favorable report on the bill of 
Mr. Johnson of Fulton, providing for, the 
election of the members of this board, one 
from each Congressional district, at the 
regular November election, beginning with 
1900.

The House Committee on Warehouses re- 
ported favorably on Hernn’'s bill repealing 
the act of 1897, giving to keepers of ware- 
houses the right to deal in grain, 

The Senate Committee on State Charita- 
ble Institutions made a favorable report 
on Senator Chapman's bill changing the 
name of the Chester Penitentiary for the 
Criminal Insane by eliminating the word 
“oriminal,’’ and providing that after the 
term of a convict has expired the county 
from which he is sent shall pay for his 
maintenance in the hospital. 

In the House the bill prepared by the 
Committee on Mines and Mining revising 
the mining laws of the State passed. 

Mr. Curtis called up on third reading the 
Senute bill to prevent the introduction and 
sprea’ in Illinois of the San Jose scale and 
other infectious itnsects and contagious 
diseases of fruits. The roll-call resuited: 
Yeas, 78: nays, 41. As the bill contained 
an emergency clause, it failed to pass, and 
was deemed reconsidered. 

The companion Senate bills to allow the 
city of Cairo to build permanent roads over 
land subject to overflow were advanced to 
third reading. The Senate passed Senator 
Ward's bill allowing interested persons (0 
testify in contested will cases.
